Library Finances—Special 
Session 


The Legislative Committee sug- 
gests some problems of present 
library support which will be dis- 
cussed at a special session for public 
librarians Thursday morning Octo- 
ber 6. Senator Robert Taft, father 
of the Intangibles Tax Law, is ex- 
pected to speak at this session which 
will also be attended by other legal 
authorities in the State. 


1. Relating to tax income for libraries 
during 1932 

The recent decision of Judge C. R. 
Shook of the Common Pleas Court 
in Hamilton County that three sec- 
tions of the Intangibles Tax Law 
are unconstitutional, automatically 
holds up payment of tax money by 
county auditors to Ohio libraries. 
The suit now being heard on appeal 
in the Court of Appeals will without 
doubt be carried to the Ohio State 


Supreme Court, and decision may be 
delayed until December. By the 
time the Ohio Library Association 
meets, the Legislature in Special 
Session may have provided a rem- 
edy. This can, however, take place 
only if the Governor includes this 
matter in his call for such a session. 


2. Amending present law to improve 
situation for 1933 

One suggestion is to provide by 
amendment that library and park 
levies and any others producing the 
whole tax income of the institution 
affected be a first lien on the taxes 
collected under the Intangibles Act 
to the extent of some fixed percent- 
age. The Chairman suggests 60 per 
cent or 66 2-3 per cent, the remainder 
to share pro rata with other claim- 
ants in the amount left. 


The law should be amended also 
to authorize county auditors to make 
advances of taxes as soon as collec- 
tions are made. Such advances could 
perhaps be as much as two-thirds of 
the library’s share of the amount col- 
lected. 


3. Several basic decisions 


must be made involving perma- 
nent basis of library support, how 
the budget is to be determined, to 
whom the budget is to be submitted 
for approval, what, if any, are to be 


minimum and maximum rates. 


4. What you can do now 


A special session of the Legisla- 
ture may be called in September. If 
so, it is important that at this session 
new legislation for distributing these 
taxes be considered. Libraries 
throughout the State cannot strug- 
gle along much longer unless finan- 
ces are provided, and every effort 
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should be made to provide a legal 
method for distributing the taxes 
already collected. 

Your Board can help by writing 
to the Governor to urge him to in- 
clude in a call for a special session 
a mandate for the enactment of leg- 
islation to replace the sections de- 
clared unconstitutional.
